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MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW

RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Livestock  receipts  at  the  12  markets 
during  the  holiday  shortened  week  were  in- 
creased from  the  previous  week  which  included 
Christmas.  Supplies  of  cattle  and  hogs  were 
above  the  holiday  period  a  year  ago  while 
sheep  and  lamb  marketings  fell  below  a  year 
earlier.  Prices  on  slaughter  steers  at  Chi- 
cago were  steady  far  the  week.  At  most  other 
midwest  terminals  fed  steers  sold  steady  to 
50$  lower  except  Choice  and  Prime  steers 
under  1150#  were  generally  steady  to  25$ 
higher  at  Missouri  River  markets.  Barrows 
and  gilts  sold  25$-$1.00  lower  over  the  Corn 
Belt.  Slaughter  lamb  prices  advanced  50$- 
$1.00. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AMD  CALVES  -  Salable 
cattle  receipts  at  the  12  markets  were  8  per- 
cent greater  than  the  previous  week  and  13 
percent  above  a  year  ago.  Trading  on  Choice 
and  Prime  slaughter  steers  weighing  1150# 
down  was  fairly  active  under  a  good  demand. 
However,  trading  on  steers  over  1150#  was  dull 
with  demand  only  fair.  Good  and  Choice  slaugh- 
ter steers  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  fed  steer 
receipts  at  most  midwest  terminals.  At  Chi- 
cago prices  on  slaughter  steers  were  steady 
for  the  week,  while  the  trend  at  most  other 
centers  was  steady  to  50$  lower.  However, 
Choice  and  Prime  fed  steers  under  1150#  were 
generally  steady  to  25$  higher  at  Missouri 
River  markets.  The  exception  to  the  above 
trend  at  So.  St.  Paul  where  steers  under  1150# 
closed  50-75$  lower  and  heavier  weights  75$- 
$1.00  off.  Slaughter  heifers  sold  25-50$ 
higher  at  Chicago  and  steady  to  25$  higher 
at  Kansas  City.  At  most  other  centers  fed 
heifers  closed  steady  to  50$  lower,  however, 
Choice  heifers  were  steady  at  some  markets 
and  instances  25$  higher.  Trading  on  slaugh- 
ter cows  was  active  and  prices  advanced  50$- 
$1.50.  Bulls  sold  steady  to  50$  higher  at 
most  points.  Prices  on  vealers  were  steady 
to  $1.00  higher  at  St.  Louis  National  Stock 
Yards  and  $1.00-3.00  up  at  So.  St.  Paul. 

At  Chicago,  Prime  1090-1425#  slaughter 
steers  sold  from  $27.25-28.00}  Choice  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  under  1350#  $26.00- 
27.50,  few  loads  1350-1525#  $25.00-26.25?  bulk 
Choice  $24.25-26.50;  mixed  Good' and  Choice 
$23.50-24.25.  Elsewhere  in  the  midwest  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  fed  steers  realized  $26.25- 
27.00,  load  high-Choice  and  Prime  $27.25  at 
Omaha  and  load  high-Choice  to  mostly  Prime 
$27.50  at  Kansas  City;  bulk  Choice  under  115 0# 
$24.25-26.00,  over  1150#  $23.75-25.00;  Good 
and  low-Choice  $21.25-24.50.  High-Choice  and 
Prime  slaughter  heifers  at  Chicago  brought 
$25.50-26.00;  most  Good  and  Choice  $22.25- 
25.00.  Elsewhere  Good  and  Choice  fed  heifers 
sold  from  $21.00-24.75,  few  high-Choice  and 


Prime  $25.00-25.50,  load  mostly  Prime  $26.25 
at  Omaha.  Utility  and  Commercial  cows  bulked 
at  $15.00-17.00;  Canners  and  Cutters  $12.00- 
15.00.  At  St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards 
Good  and  Choice  vealers  sold  from  $30.00-36.00, 
few  Prime  $37.00.  Good  and  low-Choice  vealers 
at  So.  St.  Paul  bulked  $24.00-50.00,  few  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  $31.00-35.00. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves 
was  rather  small  due  to  the  holiday  and  severe 
weather  early  in  the  week.  Price  trends  were 
steady  to  50$  lower. 

Good  and  Choice  800-950#  feeder  steers 
sold  from  $22.00-25.00,  same  grades  over  950# 
$21.00-24.00.  Medium  and  low-Good  feeders 
realized  $18.00-21.00.  Good  and  Choice  year- 
ling stock  steers  bulked  from  $23.00-26.50, 
some  Choice  under  600#  reached  $27.50.  Me- 
dium and  Good  yearling  stock  steers  brought 
$19.50-23.00.  Good  and  Choice  yearling  heif- 
ers realized  $20.00-22.50,  Common  and  Medium 
$15.00-19.00.  Good  and  Choice  stock  steer 
calves  sold  from  $24.00-29.00.  Same  grades 
of  heifer  calves  brought  $22.00-26.00.  Me- 
dium and  Good  stock  cows  sold  from  $14.00- 
16.50. 

HOGS  -  Combined  receipts  at  the  12  mar- 
kets and  the  Interior  Iowa -Southern  Minnesota 
area  were  20  percent  larger  than  in  the  pre- 
vious week  and  16  percent  more  than  the  corre- 
sponding week  last  year.  Mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-5 
200-250#  barrows  and  gilts  predominated  in 
supplies  with  some  markets  receiving  a  sub- 
stantial volume  of  No.  2-3  250-280#  while 
butchers  under  200#  were  scarce  at  most  centers. 
Sows  made  up  from  6-11  percent  of  the  receipts 
at  the  various  markets,  and  accounted  far  a 
full  7  percent  of  the  Interior  movement. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week's  close, 
butchers  sold  25 $-$1.00  lower  with  the  greatest 
decline  recorded  at  eastern  Corn  Belt  termi- 
nals. A  large  share  of  downturns  occurred 
late  in  the  period.  Sow  prices  were  steady 
to  25$  lower  over  most  of  the  area. 

Mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  190-240#  butchers  at 
midwest  terminals  closed  from  $11.00-12.00, 
most  sales  $11.25-11.75,  a  few  No.  1-3  reached 
$12.35.  No.  1  and  2  lots,  usually  under  230# 
sold  at  $12.00-12.50  with  a  small  volume 
$12.75-13.00,  latter  price  at  Indianapolis. 
No.  1-3  200-240#  butchers  in  the  Interior  sold 
from  $10.60-11.75  with  No.  1-2  selected  lots 
$11.75-12.25. 

Feeder  pigs  at  Sioux  City  were  25-50$ 
lower  with  Medium  and  Good  13O-160#  offerings 
closing  at  $9.00-9.50.  At  So.  St.  Paul,  sales 
were  strong  to  50$  higher,  Good  and  Choice 
pigs  brought  $10.00-10.50.  Prices  at  Memphis 


were  steady,  Medium  and  Good  40-90#  pigs 
realized  $5.00-8.00. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  showed  an  increase  of  41  percent  from 
the  previous  week  but  were  15  percent  less  than 
a  year  ago.  Prices  on  slaughter  lambs  were 
50*-$1.00  higher.  The  limited  volume  of 
slaughter  yearlings  sold  steady  to  50*  higher 
with  some  sales  75*  up;  slaughter  ewes  sold 
mostly  steady  except  for  a  50*-$1.00  advance 
at  Chicago.  Feeder  lambs  sold  steady,  in- 
stances 50*  higher.  Choice  85-106#  wooled 
slaughter  lambs  sold  from  $18.50-19.00  with 
a  load  106#  Choice  with  an  end  of  Prime  $19.25 
at  Chicago.  Good  and  Choice  85-119#  wooled 
slaughter  lambs  brought  $17.00-18.50,  Utility 
and  Good  $14.50-17.50.  Choice  90-lll#  shorn 
slaughter  lambs  with  No.  1  and  fall  shorn 
pelts  sold  from  $17.50-18.00  with  the 
same  weights  of  mixed  Good  and  Choice  from 
$16.50-17.75.  Good  and  Choice  fall  shorn 
yearlings  sold  from  $13.00-15.00.  Cull  to 
Choice  slaughter  ewes  sold  from  $3.00-6.00, 
few  to  $7.00  at  Ft.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


NEW  YORK  -  Mon-locally  dressed:  Supplies 
were  normal  *except  veal  and  calf  moderate. 
Trading  was  rather  slow  with  best  action  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday.  Demand  for  steer  beef 
centered  mainly  on  rounds  and  forequarter  cuts. 
Demand  was  good  for  lamb  late  in  the  period. 
Pork  met  good  outlet  at  the  outset,  but  demand 
was  only  fair  at  the  close.  A  good  clearance 
on  all  classes  except  a  few  small  lots  of 
beef  hindquarters  were  unsold. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:  Prime 
steer  beef  steady,  Good  and  Choice  50^  higher; 
cow  beef  50tf  higher;  veal  and  calf  $1.00 
higher;  lamb  steady  to  mostly  $1.00  higher; 
pork  loins  steady  to  $2.50  lower,  with  most  of 
the  decline  occurring  at  the  close;  fresh 
skinned  hams  $1.00  higher;  other  fresh  pork 
cuts  $1.00  higher. 

Locally  dressed:  Production  of  steer 
beef,  lamb  and  pork  was  normal,  with  output  of 
veal  and  calf  sharply  reduced.  Outlet  was 
fairly  broad  for  steer  hindquarters  and  ribs 
and  hindsaddles  of  veal  and  calf,  but  demand 
was  poor  for  beef  arm  chucks.  Trading  on  pork 
loins  and  lamb  slow  late  in  the  week.  Kosher 
retailers  were  very  active  for  lamb,  with 
trading  brisk  in  instances,  while  demand  for 
kosher  beef,  veal  and  calf  was  only  fair.

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During  the  past  two  holiday  weeks, 
trading  in  the  Boston  wool  market  was  re- 
stricted because  of  the  year-end  holidays 
and  to  limited  supplies.  In  the  two  weeks 
approximately  14  cars  of  greasy  wools  were 
sold  at  firm  prices.  There  was  a  con- 
tinued good  demand  for  quarter-blood  fleece 
wools  but  outlet  was  rather  poor  for  fine 
grades.  Trading  on  woolen  wools  con- 
tinued very  slow,  most  sales  being  in  the 
pulled  wool  class.  Scoured  shorn  wools 
and  noils  were  slow  to  move  at  firm  prices. 
Activity  in  the  domestic  primary  markets 
was  very  slow.  All  the  Dominion  markets 
were  closed  for  the  year-end  holiday. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  fine  staple 
Ohio  Delaine  sold  at  $1.30  clean  basis, 
while  graded  56/58s  staple  and  good  French 
combing  brought  $1.14-1.15.  Graded  50/54s 
staple  wool  sold  at  $1.12  clean;  medium 
grade  fleece  lambs  wool  46-490  grease 
basis  and  was  estimated  to  cost  clean 
around  88-900.  Medium  crutchings  brought 
28£  and  tags  ranged  from  14-190,  in  the 
grease. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  choice 
good  French  combing  and  staple  wool  sold 
at  $1.30  clean  basis.  A  fair  weight  of 
original  bag  bulk  fine,  some  half-blood 
with  occasional  3/8s,  bulk  good  French 
and  staple  Wyoming  wool  sold  in  Casper 
at  52.02£  per  grease  pound  delivered 
Boston  while  a  smaller  quantity  of  bulk 
fine  good  French  combing  and  staple  sold 
at  Douglas  at  500  f .o.b.  Light  shrinking 
lambs  wool  sold  in  Oregon  at  43^0  grease 
basis. 

Texas  Wools  -  During  Christmas  week 
over  1,000,000  pounds  of  original  bag  12 
months  good  French  combing  and  staple 
wool  sold  in  Texas  at  $1.25-1.30  clean 
basis,  delivered  Boston.  Dealers  estimate 
approximately  1,500,000  pounds  of  12  months 
wool  remain  unsold  in  Texas. 

Mohair  -  Contracting  of  the  spring 
mohair  clip  in  Texas  had  subsided,  but  a 
few  sales  were  consummated  at  $1.01^  for 
adult  and  $1.31^  for  kid  hair  to  the  ware- 
house. 

Foreign  Wools  -  The  Dominion  markets 
closed  for  the  holidays  firm.  Combing 
wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed 
yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring  yields, 
in  bond.
